But aside altogether from the need for

There Is Also an Influx 


No person who is interested in Canada 
likes to see young Canadians leaving their 
native-land to make their, homes and spend 
their lives in the United States—or any 
other country. Where those who leave have 
been specially trained in Canadian schools 
and technical establishments the national 
loss is particularily heavy and the regret 
most keen. Mr. Diefenbaker, member of 
parliament for Lake Centre, Saskatchewan, 
thus voices a nation-wide sentiment when he 
recently deplored this exodus. 

But, like all others who have urged that 
something be done about it, he does not seem 
to know exactly what the “something” is 
It is easy to say we should “channel our 
national thinking into providing opportunity 
for our young people.”’ But that is precisely 
what Canadians and their governments have 
been doing ever since the Dominion was or- 
ganized—and they have never succeeded in 
doing more than cut down the excdus. The 
balance of the human exchange with the 
United States has always been against Can- 
ada. 

The reasons for this southward migrat- 
ion are many, and some of them cannot be 
nullified by any amount of “thinking” or any 
sort of public policy. Climatic conditions 
count for something. The drawing power 
of massed population is another factor. 
Higher salaries and wages are the chief mag- 
nets at present which draw young Canadians 
across the line, though the higher cost of 
living lurgely neutralizes this financial ad- 
vantage. 

There never was a time, however, when 
more was being done than is now being done 
to keep Canadian youth in Canada. Develop- 
ment is in the air all across the Dominion. 
The northern territories are being opened up 
to production, trade, enterprise, employment, 
and opportunity for professional and tech- 
nical men and women. No young Canadian 
has to go abroad now to find a job. Mineral 
and industria! development is offering more | 
and better prizes than ever before for those 
with specialized training. 

It cannot be suid that Canadians are 
ignoring the migration, nor that our govern- 
ments are indifferent to it. Canada is in 
fact the land of opportunity for young peo- 
ple who have eyes to see and who are not 
falling into the delusion that distant fields 
must be green. And if there is an exodus, 
let it not be forgotten that there is also 
an influx. A good many young Americans 
who spent some wartime years in western 
Canada have come back to stay, and the 
movement shows every sign of growing into 
large proportions.

At the time of the American 
Revolution there were about eight 
million English people in the 
world. There were then 25 million 
French, including sixty thousand 
in Canada.

The above facts were in a paper 
by one of the world’s outstanding 
experts, Dr, R. R. Kuczynski, print- 
ed in International Affairs for Oct- 
ober, 1944. 

It shows that the so-called fertility 
rates of the English declined even 
more drastically than did the 
French. But the English decline 
was slower in starting than the 
French. 

Of course, the real explanation of 
the amazing change was political. 
Britain emerged the winner in the 
“family quarre!” among the Western 
European nations to see who was to 
be top dog amongst the Imperialist 
Powers. Britain knocked out Spain, 
France and Holland, 

The defeat by the English of the 
French for supremacy in America 
made it possible for the American 
colonies to stage their successful 
revolution. Hence what is now the 
U.S.A. became an English-speaking 
country, instead of a French, Span- 
ish or Dutch-speaking country, as 
it would have been had wars been 
| won otherwise than as they were,

ed today. Some means other than 
a fare boost to meet the expected 
deficit was urged 

Replyipg to the protest. Mayor 
Harry AYnlay stated today that one 
of the main reasons for the pro- 
bable increase in fares, from the 


six and one-quarter cents, is due to 
the 40-hour week awarded to city 
employes 

“You can't have your cake and 
eat it,” Mayor Ainlay said. There 
would probably be no deficit in 
system operations if the
